The new registration is for all 
men who had reached their 45th 
birthday on or before Feb. 16, 1942 
and have not reached their 65th 
birthday on or before April 27. It 
is estim ated th at the coming reg ­ 
istration will be nearly fifty' per 
cent g reater than on Feb. 16, when 
1,956 registered in the local dis­ 
trict.

Rental homes for 
defense works at 
Prospect Heights 
Smith & Dawson 
adopts new U. S. 
building plan 


Prospect H eights is destined to 
grow faste r than ever under the 
new governm ental building plan of 
hom es for defense workers. Smith 
& Dawson who have cooperated 
w ith the 
governm ent 
from the 
s ta rt of the defense building pro­ 
gram find them selves in a position 
w here they can develop Prospect 
H eights faste r than ever and a t 
the sam e tim e aid the governm ent 
* by providing defense 
homes on 
eith er a sale or rental plan. 
. 
Prospect H eights is one of the 
few approved projects in the Chi­ 
cago area and its developers have 
been given an A-5 rating. 
The 
first 20 homes under the new build­ 
ing program have been completed 
and are now being sold. Plans for 
a second allotm ent of fifty homes 
are now' ready for approval of the 
governm ent agency. 
Uncle Sam will allow the use of 
sufficient m aterial to build 200,000 
homes in the U nited States. 
A 
hundred thousand of those homes 
will be under the rental plan. In 
Prospect H eights th irty 
of the 
ne*t fifty hom es will be for rental 
to defense w orkers and tw enty for 
o utright sale under the EH A plan. 
The ren tal plan provides a home 
for a defense w orker on paym ent 
of $50 a month for a period of 30 
m onths. 
Fifteen dollars of the 
fifty is used to build up a reserve, 
w'hich when it reaches S600 will 
serve as the down paym ent on the 
house. 
* 
The governm ent requires that a 
rental plan house be held for th ir­ 
ty days a fte r its completion for 
disposal under the 
rental 
plan. 
A fter th at period, if not rented. 
it can be sold.

green and Dunton sts. 
Theatre parking space is at a 
prem ium in A rlington and S atu r­ 
day night nine cars used the block 
to park while they attended the 
show'. The police w'ere notified by 
the business men and officer Mel­ 
bourne answ ered the call. Tickets 
were issued for all nine cars. In­ 
cluded am ong them w as the car of 
a police officer. 
In the m eantim e, Officer Heide- 
mann has been on the dog detail. 
In the perform ance of his duty, he 
issued a ticket for a village official 
who had not purchased a dog li­ 
cense.

All dogs in A rlington Heights 
will soon know' th at there is a w ar 
in progress. They may not know 
anything about H itler or the Japs, 
but they will know th at a democ­ 
racy, for dogs is a thing of the 
past. They m ust w ear muzzles if 
they run at large, regardless of 
the tim e of the year. 
Owners of dogs will discover 
th a t it is not the original cost of 
the anim al, but the upkeep th at 
takes the money. If your dog tre s­ 
passes upon the lands of a neigh­ 
bor you will be subject to a fine 
of not less than $2.00 or more than 
$5.00. 
If your dog has been a good dog­ 
gie and has not bothered the neigh­ 
bors, he has another obstacle to 
overcome. Somebody m ust pay a 
$2.00 license fee. 
Any dogs found running at large 
or w ithout a fee will be impounded 
by the police, for which there is a 
fee of 50c before the dog can be 
redeemed. 
The new ordinance passed by the 
village last Monday night holds 
out a last hope for the dog th at is 
unredeemed. 
A fter w aiting three 
days for the owner to pay the ran ­ 
som the dog will be held five ad­ 
ditional days during w'hich time 
any person can obtain ownership 
of the dog by 
paying above fees. 
Alderm an Griffith w as the lone 
dog champion am ong 
the board 
members. It is not the ordinance 
th at Mr. Griffith thinks is unfair; 
it is the muzzling. He voted “ no” 
but explained his vote as above.

unopposed, and 
the other 13 were nom inated by 
large votes. 
Sweeps Cook county 
Brooks swept Cook county and, 
on the basis of incom plete returns, 
carried the ICI counties downstate. 
McKeough made it a runaw ay in 
Cook county, while Douglas car­ 
ried 
the 
dow nstate 
area 
by 
a 
com paratively sm all plurality. 
In the 
seventh congressional 
race Jam es Moreland was an easy 
w inner with 35,000 votes. 
Foster 
received 5,000. Moreland will op­ 
pose Leonard Schultz in the No­ 
vember election. 
In the face of partial returns 
in the* 7th senatorial district A r­ 
thur Bidwill was an easy winner 
over his fellow townsm an, John 
L. Brink. 
As a candidate for president of 
the county board, W illiam Busse 
received 67,000 in the city and 
32,000 votes in the country towns 
m aking a total of 100,000. His op­ 
ponent received 22,000. 
The one big upset in the 10th 
congressional division was the vic­ 
tory of Ralph E. 
Church over 
R epresentative 
George 
A. 
Bad­ 
dock in the 10th district. Church 
dropped out of Congress two years 
ago to run against Brooks for the 
G. 
O. 
I*, 
senatorial 
nom ination 
and was succeeded by Baddock. 
Although the organization forces 
lined up behind Baddock, Church 
smashed through the corrals in 
all sections of the district. 
The U. S. senatorship 
Demo­ 
cratic nom ination was 
not one 
sided in W heeling township. Baul 
H. Douglas received 92 votes w'hile 
Raymond McKeough, who had the 
endorsem ent of the party polled 
145 votes. 
Homer J. Byrd, unopposed can­ 
didate for township com m itteem an 
received a fine com plim entary vote.

Prospect, w'ho chanced to be in 
th at vicinity. Twro sailors took the 
boat to Mobile from which place 
it will be taken thru the gulf to 
New' Orleans for w ar equipm ent. 
Mr. and Mrs. H agenbring decid­ 
ed early in February to offer their 
boat to the governm ent. Irater an 
appeal for boats was published and 
the Hagenbrings made their offer. 
Two days later the boat was in­ 
spected and accepted. 
The H agenbrings will receive no 
rem uneration for their boat; the 
g ift is for the duration, a fte r which 
the vessel will be returned if it is 
still serviceable. In consideration

Bike ordinance 
becomes reality 
in Arlington 


Will teach 
responsibilities 
to youth 


A rlington H eights bicycle riders, 
and there are over 600 of them , 
will hereafter operate their bikes 
under the w atchful eye of the pol­ 
ice — and the local Lions club, 
w'ho stood sponsor for the ordin­ 
ance th at wras passed Monday even­ 
ing by the A rlington H eights vil­ 
lage board. 
The passage of the ordinance 
is a safety m easure and is ex­ 
pected to awake in the minds of 
the youthful riders the realization 
Anat tney have the same responsi­ 
bility as the driver of a m otor 
car. 
The ordinance has nearly 
as m any restrictions and ‘don’ts 
for riders as has the state law 
for m otorinsts. 
The ordinance is not a revenue 
producing project to the village as 
the costs of 
operation will be 
g reater than the small fee of 30 
cents a bike. 
The latest quota­ 
tion for the tag s is 28 cents. There 
are certain certificate cards and 
applications to be furnished and 
all bikes m ust be inspected by a 
bike authority 
before a license 
tag can be purchased. 
The Lions club has agreed to 
pay all costs of the project for 
the initial year and has desig­ 
nated as inspection centers Win- 
kelm ann’s, Schimmings, Burns and 
H orath’s service stations. 
Mr. Thai and two trustess, Al­ 
derm en Franke and Rizzi w'ill be 
? starfding bicycle comm ittee to 
handle all m atters connected with 
the . new' ordinance. 
The riding restrictions th at be­ 
come effective with the publication 
of the ordinance in this w'eek’s 
Herald are: 
1. M ust ride single file. 
2. No clinging to vehicles. 
3. Must stop w'hen em erging from 
alley, driveways onto streets. 
4. No extra passengers. 
5. No intoxicated riders. 
6. M ust have lights. 
7. Correctly parked. 
8. Bikes m ust keep to rig h t hand 
side of roadway. 
9. Must have signalling device. 
10. M ust not speed. 
11. No trick riding. 
12. T urns; 
m ust follow' rules of 
state law' governing m otor vehi­ 
cles, including the hand signals. 
The fine for breaking any of 
these provisions is not less than 
one dollar or more than tw o-hun­ 
dred dollars for each offense. 
The ordinance is published in full 
in this issue. 
Many youthful rid ­ 
ers have been inquiring of the 
police how soon they can get their 
license tags.

Small pox 
vaccination for 
school pupils 


Acting on Bresident Roosevelt’s 
proclam ation for Child Health Day, 
the Board of Health of A rlington 
Heights in cooperation with the 
Health comm ittee and 
Board of 
Education, are urging all parents 
to have their children vaccinated 
against smallpox before the first of 
May. 
Recognizing the vital importance 
of the health of the child in con­ 
tributing to the strength of the 
nation, the Bresident quotes the 
following paragraph: 
“And I cai! upon the people in 
each of our communities to contrib­ 
ute to the conservation of child 
health and the reduction of illness 
am ong children by exerting every 
effort to the end th at before May 
Day, Child H ealth Day, children 
over nine m onths of age, be im ­ 
munized against 
diphtheria and 
smallpox, the tw'o 
diseases 
for 
which we have the surest means 
of prevention.” 
To aid the parents in protecting 
the health of their children by car­ 
rying out this proclam ation, the 
physicians of A rlington 
Heights 
are offering smallpox vaccination 
to all pre-school, elem entary and 
high school pupils during the la t­ 
ter p art of April. 
Vaccinations 
will be given in the schools by local 
doctors a t a minimum charge of 
50 cents. 
According to public health au ­ 
thorities carelessness and ignor­ 
ance are the only two reasons w'hy 
people die from small pox today. 
Small pox is preventable, yet last 
year records indicate 
th a t over 
1,300 cases of small pox w'ere re­ 
ported in this country. In the per­ 
iod from 1931 to 1939 compulsory 
vaccination was required in New' 
Jersey and not a single case of 
smallpox w'as reported. Yet dur­ 
ing this sam e year in the states of 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Mon­ 
tana, Idaho, Oregon, W yoming and 
U tah, where the combined popula­ 
tion is less than th at of New J e r­ 
sey, over 1 2 , 0 0 0 cases of small pox 
occurred. These could have been 
prevented by the simple m eans of 
vaccination. 
Brotecting children against this 
disease is an im portant 
job for 
civilian defense on the home front. 
P arents of children who were vac­ 
cinated in infancy are advised to 
have them re-vaccinated every sev­ 
en years and especialv before they 
en ter school. 
Dates for vaccinations in A rling­ 
ton Heights schools will be an­ 
nounced later.

(4) Class D licenses, which 
shall authorize the retail sale 
of beer only, but not for con­ 
sumption on the premises where 
nold.

! ot bottled beer only for consump-

New Soil Tests to Save Vital War Materials 


Will abolish 
needless use 
of phosphate 


Two new soil tests for phosphor­ 
us which will save both money and 
needed war m aterials for farm ers 
and the nation have been develop­ 
ed by the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, is it an­ 
nounced by R. H. Bray, associate 
chief in soil survey analysis. The 
tests, hailed as vastly superior to 
the form er test for phosphorus 
in the soil, were perfected by Bray 
and his associates after more than 
three years of research work. 
Through use of the tests it is 
now possible for farm ers to save 
money on phosphate fertilizer* and 
a t the same time help conserve 
sulphuric acid for war needs. Bray 
and his associates perfected the 
tests after more than three years 
of research work. 
Directions have been prepared 
for distribution to chemists and 
agriculturists who may be inter­ 
ested. 
Solutions for making the 
tests will not be put out by the 
University of Illinois but will be­ 
come available through the regular 
commercial sources for such m a­ 
terials. 
One part of soil and seven parts 
of an ammonium fluoride extract­ 
ing solutions are shaken together. 
A fter the soil has settled, eight 
drops of an acid molybdate solu­ 
tion are added and stirred with a 
tin rod. 
lf the soil is high in 
phosphorus, a deep blue color de­ 
velops. 
If it is low in prosphorus, 
there is no color. 
Test No. I, 
which measures only the rapidly 
soluble absorbed forms of phos­ 
phorus, depends for its extraction 
mainly upon the ammonium fluo­ 
ride, contains the ammonium fluo­ 
ride. 
Test No. 2, which measures 
the combined adsorbed and acid 
soluble forms, contains the ammon­ 
ium fluoride plus an excess of a 
strong acid, such as hydrochloric 
acid. 
The new tests have the possibil­ 
ity of consei-ving thousands of tons 
of sulphuric acid for war needs 
of saving money for farm ers by 
locating soils wheie excess super­ 
phosphate has been used in the 
past.

with large amounts of commercial 
fertilizers* 


It is estimated th a t millions of 
acres of such soils have accumu­ 
lated enough phosphorus reserves 
in highly available forms so that 
they can be farmed with decreas­ 
ed rates of fertilizer applications 
or with fertilizers lower in phos­ 
phorus. 
This will mean a cash 
savings to the farm er who finds 
he has accumulated a reserve of 
phosphates in forma still highly a- 
vailable. 
The tests will also show 
him which of his soils are still 
highly deficient and where the full 
rate of application should be made. 


Decreasing the amount applied 
I on high-testing soils will cut down 


I the total 
amount of superphos- 
J phate needed and release supplies 
for the more deficient soils as 
! well as reduce the total consump­ 
tion of sulphuric acid, 
a produce 
needed in other defense work, Bray 
pointed out. 


Most noteworthy point about the 
new tests is th at they are the 
first to distinguish between the 
readiy 
avaibabe, 
or 
adsorbed, 
forms and the acid-soluble forms 
of phosphate in the soil, 
Bray 
pointed out. 
The adsorbed forms 
are those concentrated on the sur­ 
face of the clay particles of the 
soil. 
The acid-soluble forms are 
those such as rock and bone phos­ 
phate. 
The adsorbed forms not 
only are more soluble but also 
more rapidly soluble than the acid- 
soluble forms. 
Hence a distinction 
between the two forms is neces­ 
sary, and this can be done only 
with two tests, it was explained. 
“Only by running both tests can 
j a true evaluation be made of the 
phosphorus status of the soil. 
In 
special situations, however, 
only 
one or the other tests may be 
necessary." 


Test No. I will be particularly 
useful for tobacco, cotton 
and 
truck crop soils on which heavy 
applications of fertilizer arc the 
rule and a high state of phosphorus 
availability is desired, according 
to bray. In most 
soils 
soluble 
phosphates when first added go di- 
reectly into the adsorbed forms 
which have a relatively high avail­ 
ability for all crops. 
As 
these 
forms are built up by repeated 
applications, the original rate of 
application can be greatly reduced. 
These new' tests, especially No. I, 
can now 
be 
used to 
determine 
whether the buildup has been suf­ 
ficient to w arrant a reduction in 
the amount applied. 
Test No. 2 will be more useful 
for field crops, such as grown in 
the com belt, and will replace the 
original phosphorus test put out by 
the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture in 11)29. 
However, 
test No. I also will be necessary 
for certain crops, Bray said.

Suggest plan 
for renovating 
that orchard 


A four-point plan for renovating 
orchards of bearing age to grow 
badly-needed fruit under the war 
program was outlined today by 
V. NY. Kelley, extension fruit spec 
ialist of the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 
First, the trees should be given 
a moderate pruning to thin out 
laterals. 
Ssecond, if the orchard is in sod, 
it can be given a single disking 
this spring to 
break up, not 
destroy, the sod. 
Third, special care should be 
given spraying and spraying equip­ 
ment. 
i 
Fourth, all debris, such as old' 
baskets, crates, sacks and prun- J 
ings, should be picked up and des­ 
troyed, and the rough outer bark 
scrap from the trunks and larger 
branches and burned to help con­ 
trol codling moth. 
An inmoprtant point in disking 
the sod is to leave the ground 
rough, Kelly said. 
Disking should 
be on the contour as much as 
possible to prevent erosion. 
The 
application of barnyard manure, 
sodium nitrate or ammonium sul­ 
fates may help, the latter two 
being applied 
at the rate of one- 
fourth 
pound for each year of 
tree age. 
However, the amount 
to apply depends upon the effect 
of disking and pruning. 
F urther information on renovat­ 
ing the orchard, 
spraying and 
spraying equipment may be ob­ 
tained from local farm advisers 
or the College of Agriculture.

Vitamin C-Rich 
strawberry gets 
a boost in 1942 


A dozen ‘,d o V vabout the luscious 
strawberry, which ranks above to- 


deners to grow a supply of fresh 
vegetables, 
says C. A. Hughes, 
Cook County Farm Adviser. 


“ Gardening is a complex type 
of agriculture," Hughes explains. 
“ It requires the ability to plan and 
then to carry out a plan in all its 
numerous details. 
It requires the 
ability and willingness to do hand 
work of a painstaking nature. 
A- 
bove all, it requires the persever­ 
ance to keep on working through­ 
out the entire growing season.” 


Before undertaking a 
garden 
project, Hughes recommends con­ 
sideration of “the man or woman, 
the land, the tools and the seed. 


“Not all men are tempermental- 
ly fitted to be gardeners. 
The 
necessary details of planning, the 
slow and painstaking hand labor 
required and the endless details 
that must be considered first irk 
and annoy and then discourage 
them. 
“In gardening, rapid and unin­ 
terrupted growth is necessary for 
high quality production. 
It fol­ 
lows, then, that gardening requir­ 
es soil of a higher degree of pro­ 
ductivity than does the growing 
of field crops. 
Only soils in the 
upper range of fertility should be 
considered. Moreover, the soil must 
be well drained, with at least six 
hours of direct sunlight. 
“Plowing, disking and harrowing 
are necessary for the preparation 
of the seed bed if the garden is 
of considerable size. 
In small gar 


yield at least a moderate harvest, 
it should not be planted. 


“ During war time, gardening is 
always glamourized. 
Unless you 
have a good chance of success, our 
suggestion is to forget the war 
garden and do a little more of 
your own job than to try the 
other fellows. 


“In our opinion one of the wisest 
moves we have heard of is a group 
of boys headed bv the husband of 
M rs. Chambers, the president of 
the Cook County Home Bureau. He 
is 
a teacher 
in 
LaGrange and 
wanted to know if his boys should 
put out a war garden on vacant 
city lots. 
Our reply was while it 
would not be as 
spectacular if 
these boys will find summer work 
on vegetable farms, they will pro­ 
duce more than on their town lot 
gardens.

deserve some highly cooperative 
growers to work for."
